:'Mrs. Chadwick's arrest has been 


under contemplation lor a week. I was 
going to cause her arrest Sunday 
(when the warrants for Beckwith and 
Spear were sworn out, but I thought it 
well to go slow in the matter, and de- 
layed action until Tuesday evening. 
At 7 o'clock Tuesday night, in Toledo, 
.United States Marshal Chandler ap- 
peared before United States Commis- 
sioner Brough and swore to an affida- 
vit charging Mrs. Chadwick with aid- 
ing and abetting in the misapplication 
of the funds of a- national bank. 
It 


was specifically stated in the affidavit 
that Mrs. Chadwick had aided Presi- 
dent Beckwith and Cashier Spear of 
the Citizens' National bank of Oberlin, 
O., in the misappropriation of $12,500 
on Aug. 26, 1903, at which time the 
woman receipted from Cashier Spear a 
certified check for the amount stated. 
This affidavit was sent in the mail by 
special delivery to United States Dis- 
trict Attorney Burnett of New York, 
with instructions to issue a warrant 
upon it, and arrest the woman forth- 
with, Burnett of course being advised 
by wire to look out for the letter. 


"I do not know at this time what the 


New York authorities will do with 
Mrs. Chadwick. If she can not give 
bail she will be brought to Cleveland 
and lodged in jail. 
I am not quite 


sure as to the witnesses I will sum- 
mon in the case. I can only name one 
of them at present. This person will 
be Irving Belford, now clerk of the 
United States court for the northern 
district of Ohio, who in 1896, in To- 
ledo, defended Joseph Lamb, who was 
arrested with Madame Devere for 
forging $40,000 worth of notes, Lamb 
being acquitted on the ground that he 
was held in the woman's power and 
did not knowingly commit a crime. 
Mr. Belford will be asked to identify 
Mrs. Chadwick as Madame Devere, 
which he declares he can do. As to 
the rest of the case which we have 
prepared. I tan not talk at present. 
The notes signed with the name of 
Andrew Carnegie will enter into it, I 
suppose, and we may try to prove 
forgery." 


In order to make as strong a case as 


possible against Mrs. Chadwick the 
federal officers will subpoena, as soon 
as service is possible, a number of wit- 
nesses who have known Mrs. Chad- 
wick for 20 years. 
An effort will be 


made to prove that Mrs. Ciiailwick 
and Madame Devere are the same 
person. Among those for whom sum- 
mons have been issued are Dr. H. W. 
Kitchen, a

Charles Brosie, superintendent of the

Paris, Dec. 8. — The senate discussed

form, admitting Oklahoma and Indian 
Territory as one state and Arizona 
and New Mexico as one state. 
The 


Crum nomination, which failed of con- 
firmation in three sessions because of 
the contest led by Senator Tillman, 
doubtless will go through at this ses- 
sion. It is said Senator Tillman has 
conceded his inability to prevent any 
longer the confirmation, and will be 
content to record his own vote in the 
negative when the matter comes up. 
Great interest attaches to the com- 
mittee vacancies. The most important 
are the chairmanship of the commit- 
tees on the judiciary, made vacant by 
the death of Senator Hoar, and on in- 
teroceanic canals, which has not been 
filled &ince the death of Senator Han- 
na. Senator Platt (Conn.) is the rank- 
ing member of the committee on ju- 
diciary, and Senator Platt (N. Y.) of 
the committee on interoceanic canals. 


No effort was made to outline a pro- 


gram for the session or to prejudice 
action on other urgent business which 
failed in the last session of congress 
or was advocated by the president in 
his message to congress. At informal 
meetings of senate leaders several of 
these measures have been discussed 
and the tacit understanding reached 
that some of them should be kept in 
the background until later in the ses- 
sion.

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A Pointless Message, 


A colorless message from Theodore 


Roosevelt on the public issues In 
v/hich the people arp most concerned 
was about ihe last thing expected, yet 
it is precisely what we ha .re. His nar- 
rative of the advancement ajid pro- 
gress of the counrry in all the activi- 
ties of busy life, says the Pittsburg 
Post, is a splendid illustration of pic- 
ture painting and story telling. It is 
difficult to see how in these respects 
it could be improved upon. Its histor- 
ic and encyclopaedic character makes 
it invaluabJe in these respects; but 
the daily papers and the magazines 
tell the same story from week to week 
and month to mouth. The President 
is particularly careful not to break 
loose from the selected narratives and 
facts and statistics, and trust himself 
with the discussion of general prin- 
ciples in which the country Is deeply 
interested and was expectant of pro 
Jiounced utterance in this message 
Nothing of the kind appears in it 


If M~ Roosevelt has the courage of 


his be.'iefs he is singularly deficient 
in beliefs, and his courage in facing 
disputed and doubtful questions is 
missing quar.tily. It does not appear 
anywhere in this long and elaborate 
treatise on government and adminis- 
tration. 
The intelligent 
American 


citizen will rise from tlie perusal of 
the long document without any infor- 
mation that the President is anywhere 
concerned about the roost important 
problems of government and adminis- 
tration. These are certainly the ques- 
lions of trusts and corpornte and cap- 
italistic combinations, which absorb in 
a great degree the alertness and intel- 
ligence of the American people. The 
word trust does not appear In the mes- 
sage, and the tariff is not mentioned 
as having any existence whatever. 
They are treated as obsolete or non- 
existent; yet we have been told for 
weeks rhat it was upon this very ques- 
tion the President would be outspoken 
in declaring what manner of man The- 
odore Roosevelt was and is; that he 
had the courage and experience of the 
ages, and would so declare himself in 
laying down in distinct terms 
and 


easily understood words the frtiita 
of his profound wisdom and completed 
statesmanship. 
Nothing of the kind 


appears. Even apology or explanation 
is discarded. 


Considering what the people of the 


country are talking of what they are 
most concerned abo'it, what most vig- 
orously enters in their everyday walk 
and conversation, the President's mes- 
sage is of no more importance or value 
than any on? of his readable histories 
or biographies relating to the wild 
west or the racial qualities of the peo- 
ple. 
Accepting the President's mes- 


sage as mee.tii.-g the constitutional re- 
qnirements that he shall give ihe con- 
gre'S and the people information Irom 
time to time of the 
condition and 


needs of the country, the American 
people are in a somnolent condition. 
Mr. Roosevelt has lost the capacity or 
the courage to rouse them. He has 
failed to do his outy, either because 
of a weak aud unstable mind or abso- 
lute lack of courage and celf-poise. 
This mighty rcan of courage an-l self- 
assertion p'ainly 
advertises iaimself, 


considering what has been said in his 
behalf, as a conspicuous failure. 
It 


may be all true what the President 
says pbout trades unions ana organis- 
ed capital and labor, and the progress 
of agriculture and the neei of la\vs for 
the protection of cnild labor, but it 
has all been said dozens of times by 
statesmen and others 
who showed 


equal capacity and force, and 
mncb 


greater pertinence and vitality than 
the President permits the people to 
accept from his hands 


The conclusion is irresistible that 


the courage and endurance and forti- 
tude of which the President boasts and 


glorifies in some parts of his message 
have taken a great departure, or have 
been suppressed on the demands of 
politicians 
or 
interested 
agencies, 


either the all-powerful trusts or the 
equally powerful and domineering tar- 
in' lords. Child labor, the civilisation 
the Indians and the Alas'vans may be 
very 
important 
ir. their 
limited 


sphere^. But they are not the ques- 
tions which the President was expect- 
ed to discuss before the people. 
On 


the contrary, he was urged, and it 
was predicted ami promised that he 
would enlig'.ton W*e =tatebinansh>p and 
)x>Ktical economy of the world bv deal- 
ing with the two great questions of 
American politics on which the people 
demand and have been promised ac- 
tion. 
The trust and the plundering 


tari'f have no existence in the presi- 
des ial view. It is a bad case of being 
scared or intimidatc-d in advance by 
the political architects who compassed 
his nomination and election.

al J. Warren Keifer left congress a 
the end of his former experience in 
that body wore not such as to surges 
literal advertising of his return, 
in 


case it should occur. It 
did occur 


1 owevijr, nearly a generation after h 
dropped out of sight and had bcei 
forgotten, and it is now most remark 
able to find that his re-entrance to 
public life is 
signalized 
throughou 


the country by his well advertised 
scheme to cure w'lat he calls "dis 
franchise" in the South, or, in olhe 
words, to abolish educational qtialif: 
cations now applied to voters of th 
states formerly in rebellion. 


We do net propose here to discuss 


the merits of this question, but ratTi 
er to call General Keifer's attention 
to the danger of the program he advc 
cates rind also to a few conditions 
prevailing in his own state. In pass 
ing, however, the general needs to be 
remind,ed that even the disfranchised 
black men of the South are fully rep 
resented in congress 
under presen 


and proposed educational restrictions 
regarding the ballot. The opponents, 
of "disfranchisement" seem to over 
look this fact. 


We do not suppose that Genera 


Keifer desires to raise the race issue 
again, but he invites it by his present 
course. The white people must con 
tinuo to govern in the Southern states 
•whether they are in a 
majority 
or 


not. and it is entirely right th,at the 
r-nposition of an educational qualifi 
cation ujj^n all electors should give 
them the necessary power to that end 
We assert furthermore that it woulc. 
be far better to require such a quali- 
fication in Ohio than to abolish it in 
the South. 
If General Keifer insists 


upon his southern course, he may in- 
vite discussion right here at home as 
to whether it is not about time for 
the ignorant voters of all races and 
colors to cease voting in Ohio. We 
dare to say also that a Democratic leg 
i.siature might not hesitate to impose 
an educational qualification in Ohio 
if the issue were forced.

County. 


Obcilin, O, Dec. 8.—Tv/o more sub- 


poenas are in the hands of the sheriff 
of Loram county awaiting to be served 
on witnesses who are wanted at the 
hearing before the grand jury in the 
Chadwick case. The names on these 
writs are Robert Lyons, who as the 
receiver of the closed Citizens' Na- 
tional bank of Oberlin has the note 
for 
1250,000 signed 
"Andrew Car- 


negie," and C. K. Whitney, who holds 
another Chadwick note for $500,000, 
which Mr. Whitney had said had also 
been signed "Andrew Carnegie." Both 
of these men are now in New York, 
but are expected 
back in Oberlin 


shortly, and Deputy Sheriff Burge is 
in Oberlin with the subpoenas await- 
ing their return. 


Wanted In Cleveland. 


Cleveland, O., Dec. 8. — Application 


was made in the United States district 
court for the summoning of Cassie L. 
Chadwick, Iri 'Reynolds and Emil 
Hoover, the son of Mrs. Chadwick, for 
purposes 
of examination in bank- 


ruptcy proceedings on Dec. 1£. 
The 


petition was filed by Nathan Loeser, 
receiver for the Chadwick estate. The 
petition recites that although reason- 
able effort has been made, the receiv- 
er has thus far been unable to secure 
possesion of the property of Mrs. 
Chadwick. 


CLIMAX REACHED 


In the Celebrated Case by Mrs. Capsie 


Chadwick's Arrest in New 


York City. 


New York, Dec. S—The climax in 


the affairs of Mrs. Cassie L. Chadwick 
came Wednesday night, when she was 
placed under arrest in her apartments 
at the Hotel Bristin, charged with aid- 
ing and abetting a bank officer in em- 
bezzling §12,500. The arrest was made 
after a lengthy conference 
between 


United States Commissioner Shields. 
Assistant United States District Attor- 
ney E. E. Baldwin, and Secret Service 
Agent J. Flynn and United States 
Marshal 
William Henkel. Commis- 


sioner Shields issued the warrant, 
wMo'p charges a violation of section 
5,209 of the United States federal 
laws', relating to conspiracy. 


There was a scene in the woman's 


room when the officials announced to 
Mrs Chadwick that she was under ar- 
rest. Her son stood by and witnessed 
with a blank face the scene which fol- 
lowed. He stepped to his mother's 
side as she bur&t into tears, but said 
nothing 
The secret service men en- 


gaged a room adjoining Mrs. Chad 
tick's suite and established 
them- 


selves there for the night, while one 
of the marshal's men was posted in 
Mrs Chadwick's bedroom, one outside 
her floor and another in the corridor 


The deputy marshals and secret ser- 


rice men who were in Mrs. Chad- 
wick's r&orn sak] that the name of An- 
drew Csrnegie was mentioned several 
times, and that the sound of the name 
each time caused Mrs. Chadwick to 
smile. The officers added that, though 
nervous, Mrs. Chadwick does not ap- 
pear as ill as lias been reported. 


The complaint on which the warrant 


for arrest was issued is headed, "Cas- 
sie L. Chadw.ick impleaded with C. T. 
Beckwith and A. B. Spear." The com- 
plaint was made by United States AB 
sistant District Attorney Baldwin, and 
recited that on or about Aug. 2G, 1903. 
in Oberlin, O.. C. C. Beckwith and A. 
B. Spear, respectively the president 
and cashier of the Citizens' National 
bank of Oberlin. did unlawfully, know- 
ingly, feloniously and 
willfully 
miK 


apply a portion of money, funds and 
credits of the Citizens' National bank 
with the intent on their part to injure 
and defraud the banking association 
and its shareholders and directors, 
that is to say. the sum of $12,500, by 
willfully 
cashing and 
paying thi" 


amount from the funds of this bank, a 
certain check heretofore drawn on the 
said banking association 
That the 


same Cassie L. Chadwick, by whom 
this check was drawn, did not have on 
deposit with this bank the amount of 
money named or any sum whatever to 
pay this check, as Beckwith and Spear 
well knew." 


Removal to OHo. 


Andrew Squire.who camo here from 


Cle-v eland with Iri Reynolds, secretary 
of the Wade Park Banking company, 
had a half-hour's conversation with 
Mrs. Chadwick. At the conclusion of 
tho conference Mr Squire said: "The 
arrest of Mrs. Chadwick does not in 
any way affect the holding we have of 
her securities, nnd it docs not change 
the legal proceedings necessary in the 
further evolution of the case." Mr. 
Squire further said that he did not 
know the present whereabouts of Mr. 
Reynolds, who is said to have in his 
possession the $5.0uO,;iOO in securities 
belonging to Mrs. Chadwick. 


It is expected that an auulicatioii 


will be made to a United States cir- 
cuit judge by the United States dis- 
trict attorney for a warrant of re- 
moval to Ohio. 


Philip Carpenter, one of Mrs. Chad- 


wick's counsel, had a two-hours' con- 
ference with her after her arrest. 
When seen later he said: "I antici- 
pated the arrest, not that she had com- 
mitted any crime, but because public 
clajnor demanded a sacrifice. I have 
no fear as to the outcome of this 
matter." 


Mr. Carpenter said lie would repre- 


sent Mrs. Chadwick at the proceed- 
ings before United States Commis- 
sioner Shields. He added that if she 
was able to give bail, depending on 
the amount, she probablv would re- 
main at her present quarters; if not, 
she would have to go to jail. At pres- 
ent he would oppose any suggestion 
of her going back to Ohio 


It was learned that Mrs. Chadwick 


obtained $110,000 worth of jewelry on 
credit from Thomas Kirkpatrick, a 
jeweler of this city, last winter, and 
that the firm has made efforts for sev- 
eral months to get this jewelry or its 
money equivalent back. Mrs. Chad- 
wick paid a part of the debt recently, 
it is said, and her obligation now 
amounts 
to about $25,000. Robert 


Kirkpatrick, the credit man of the 
firm, verified the report that this 
money was still due from Mrs. Chad- 
wick. He said the firm's lawyer had 
been to Cleveland and recovered some 
of the jewelry.
